half of Mr. John Harriſon; ſetting forth the 


material Facts in the Account publiſhed in 
1763, praying the Aſſiſtance of Parliament: 
which Petition was referred to a Committee, 
where, (by his Majeſty's ſpecial Recommen- 
dation) the Truth of the Allegations of the 
ſaid Petition were carefully examined and 
proved, to the Satisfaction of the Committee: 
on whoſe Report an Act was brought into 
the Houſe, and paſſed; in which, after recit- 
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ing * That the Utility of the Invention of 

the ſaid Fob Harriſon had been proved in a 

* late Voyage to Jamaica, under the Direc- 

tions of the Commiſſioners of the Longi- 

© tude;* it was enacted, That Mr. Harriſon 

Should immediately receive the Sum of 5,009 1, 

Part of the Reward given for the Diſcovery of 
tbe Longitude, on the Terms in the ſaid Act men- 

tioned, v1z . on the Difcovery of the Principles of 
bis ſaid Inſtrument, or Watch, for the Diſcovery 
of the Longitude, and of the true Manner and 
Method in which the ſame is and may be conſtruc- 
ted, to Commiſſioners named in the ſaid At, ana 
the Refidue to be paid ſo ſoon as it ſhould appear 

by future Trial, or Trials, that the ſaid Injtru- 

ment, or Watch, invented by the ſaid John Har- 
riſon, ſhould be a proper Method for finding out 
the Longitude, within the Limits preſcrihed by 
the Af of the Twelfth Year of Queen Anne, and 
the ſaid Commiſſioners of Longitude, or the major 
Part of them, ſhould certify the ſame accordingly, 
&e. But Difference of Opinion ariſing a- 
mongſt the Commiſſioners appointed by that 

Act, concerning the Method of carrying this 

Act into execution, Mr. Harriſon received no 
Part of the ſaid 5,000 /, ſo it was thought 
more for his Benefit, and that of the Publick, 

that a ſecond Experiment of the Correctneſs 
of the Time-keeper ſhould be tried by ano- 
ther Voyage to the Meſt- Indies. Barbadees 
was fixed on by the Commiſſioners of Longi- 
tude for that Purpoſe, and accordingly he re- 
ccived the following Inſtructions.

40 HE RE AS you have agreed that 


your Son ſhall proceed to Barbadoes, 
to make another Trial of your Time- keeper, 
and have defired that ſuch Trial may be 
made with the Watch only, We have conſent- 
ed thereto, and have applied to the Right 
Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty, for him and your ſaid Machine 


to be received on board one of his Majeſty's 


Ships, and carried in her to that Iſland when 
he ſhall be ready to proceed, which he in- 
forms Us will not be till near Chriftmas next; 


We defire that in making the ſaid Trial the 


undermentioned Plan, ſo far as it relates to 
you, may be ſtrictly complied with, viz. 


„FIRST, That yourSon does proceed with 
your ſaid Time-keeper to Portſmouth, ſo ſoon 


as it is ready, and it ſhall be fignified to him 


by our Secretary that a Ship is appointed to 
receive him on board at that Port ; and that, 
immediately on his Arrival there, three Locks 
of different Wards be affixed to the Caſe, in 
which the ſaid Jime-keeper is, in Addition 
to that which is already to it, and that one of 
the Keys of thoſe Locks be put in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of Kichard Huphbes, Eſq; Commiſſioner 


of his Majeſty's Navy at that Port, that an- 
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other be put in Poſſeſſion of the Captain of 
the Ship, and that the third be put in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of Mr. John Bradley, Purſer of his Ma- 
jeſty's Ship the Dorſetſbire, who will be fur- 
niſhed with proper Inſtruments and Inftruc- 
tions to make Obſervations of the Sun's equal 
Altitudes for fixing a Meridian at Portſmouth, 
whereby to compare your Time-keeper ; 
and alſo to make like Obſervations for finding 
the true Time at that Place, on three differ- 
ent Days, at leaſt, previous to your Son's De- 
parture, in the Preſence of the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſioner Hughes, the Captain of the Ship, and 
your Son; which Obſervations, together with 
the Times ſhewn by your Time- Keeper, are 
to be noted down each Day, and an exact 
Account thereof, atteſted by the ſaid Mr. 
Bradley, and the three Perſons. laft-mention- 
ed, to be ſent by the ſame Poſt, ſealed up, to 
the Secretary of the Admiralty, and they are 
to compare your Time-keeper with the true 
Time before your Son proceeds on his Voy- 
age, who is to ſend an Account of the Rate of 
the ſaid Time-keeper's Going, ſealed up, to 
the Secretary of the Admualty, by which 
you are to abide upon Trial. 


**SECONDLY,On yourSon's going on ſhip- 
board with your faid Time-keeper, the Firſt 
Lieutenant of the Ship is to have the Key 
from Commiſſioner Hughes, and the Second 
Lieutenant, or Officer next in Command to 
the Firſt Lieutenant, is to have that from Mr. 
Bradley, which two Officers with the Captain

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are to be preſent whenever your Son viſits 


your ſaid Time-keeper on the Voyage. 


„Tu TIR DTV, The Reverend Mr.Nevil Maſ- 
kelyne, F. R. S. and Mr. Jobn Robiſon, * 


(two Perſons well ſkill'd in Aſtronomy, who 
will be furniſhed with proper Inſtruments) 
are to go out ſhortly to Barbadoes, in his Ma- 
jeſty's Ship the Princeſs Louiſa, to make Ob- 
ſervations of the Sun's equal Altitudes for fix- 
ing a Meridian there, whereby to compare 
your Time-keeper, and alſo to make like 
Obſervations on your Son's Arrival, and on 
two different Days afterwards, at leaſt (and 
more if it can be done conveniently) in or- 
der to find the true Time; which laſt Obſer- 
vations are to be made in the Preſence of 
the Captain and Firſt Lieutenant of the Ship 
which carries out your ſaid Time-keeper 
and your Son, and the ſaid Obſervations to- 
gether with the Time ſhewn by your Time- 
keeper, are to be noted down each Day, and 
an exact Account thereof to be ſent ſealed 
up, ſeparately, by the firſt ſafe Conveyance 
that offers, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, 
atteſted by the ſaid Mr. Maskelyne, Mr. Ro- 
biſon, and the four other Perſons laſt-menti- 
oned, in whoſe Preſence the Obſervations are 
to be made ; and it is to be underſtood, that 
if it ſhould ſo happen, by the Interruption of 

Mr. Robiſon not being able to go the Voyage, Mr. 
Charles Green, Aſſiſtant to the Royal Aſtronomer at 
Greenwi.h, was ordered by the Commiſſioners to go in 
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Clouds; that only one correſpondent equal 
Altitude can be had, on all or any of the 
Days on which they are to make the Obſer- 
wink; that then ſuch one correſpondent 
equal Altitude ſhall be a ſufficient Obſerva- 
tion for the Day on which the ſame ſhall be 
taken. 

- * FouRTHLY, The abovementioned Mr. 
Maskelyne and Mr. Robiſon are to make as 
many and as accurate Obſervations as poſh- 
ble of the Eclipſes of Jupiter's firſt Satellite, 
when the ſame ſhall be vifible at Barbadoes, 
as well of its Immerſions as Emerfions, and 
alſo of as many Occultations of the fixt Stars 
and Planets as may be viſible at that Iſland, 
and correſpondent Obſervations will be made 
thereof at Portſmouth, and at the Royal Ob- 
ſervatory at Greenwich, by Inſtruments exact 
fimilar to thoſe which the ſaid Mr. Maske- 
iyne and Mr. Robiſon will be furniſhed with 
in order to determine the Difference of the 
Meridians of that Ifland and Portſmouth.

where he will receive Orders for proceeding 
to the Veit -Indies, after having aſſiſted at the 
Obſervations which are to be made at Portſ- 
mouth for the Trial of your Father's Time- 
keeper, and he being alſo directed to receive 
you, and Mr. Thomas Wyatt, your Compa- 
nion, and the ſaid Time-keeper, with your 
Baggage, on board the ſaid Ship, and give 
you. a Paſſage to Barbadoes, in Order for 
your making a ſecond Trial of your Father's 
ſaid Time-keeper. I am to acquaint you 
therewith, and am, Sir,

The Tartar failed from Spitbead the 28th 
of March, and met with hard and contrary 
Gales ; eſpecially in the Bay of Biſcay. April 
the 19th they made the Iſland of Porto Santo. 
North Eaſt of the Madeiras, as ſet forth in 
the following Certificate of Sir ohn Lindſay. 


Madeira, April 19, 1764. 

I do hereby certify, that Yeſterday at 
&* Four o' Clock in the Afternoon, Mr. Milli- 
* am Harriſon took two Altitudes of the Sun 
to aſcertain the Difference of Longitude 
« given by the Time-keeper from Pors/- 
* mouth; according to which Obſervations 
* he declared to me, we were at that Time 
* 43 Miles to the Eaſtward of Porto Santo. I 
then ſteered a diet Courſe for it, and at 
One o'Clock this Morning we ſaw the 
TIS ORC * Iſland, 
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* [land, which exactly agreed with the 
« Diftance mentioned above. 
Given under my Hand on board his 
« Majeſty's Ship the Tarta. 
Jonx LIN DSA.“ 


They arrived at Barbadoes Ma the 13th, 
Mr. Harriſon all along in the Voyage de- 
claring how far he was diftant from that Iſ- 
land, according to the beſt ſettled Longitude 
thereof. The Day before they made it, he 
declared the Diſtance : and Sir 7h failed 
in Conſequence of this Declaration, till Ele- 
ven at Night, which proving dark he thought 
proper to lay by. Mr. Harriſon then de- 
claring they were no more than eight or nine 
Miles from the Land, which accordingly at 
Day Break they ſaw from that Diſtance. 


At a Meeting of the Commiſſioners ap- 
pointed by Act of Parliament for the Diſco- 
very of the Longitude, &c. held at the Ad- 
miralty on Tueſday the 18th of September, 
1764, Mr. Stephens laid before the Board the 
Letter which he had received, as Secretary of 
the Admiralty, from Mr. Harriſon, contain- 
ing his Declaration of the Rate of the Going 
of his Time-keeper, and alſo the ſeveral Let- 
ters which he had received from Mr. Brad- 
ley, Mr. Maskelyne, and Mr. Green, contain- 


ing the. Obſervations that have been made £4 


them in Obedience to the Inſtructions hic 

had been given them: Which being read, 

the Board came to the following Reſolutions ; 
That

1% That the ſaid Obſervations be reduced to 
apparent Time: 

That the Longitude be deduced from cor- 
reſponding Obſervations, if any; but if there 
be no correſponding Obſervations, that Mr. 
Waggentine's laſt Tables of Jupiter's Satellites, 
corrected by Obſervations, be uſed for mak- 
ing the Compariſons, but at no greater Di- 
ſtance of Time from one another, than fix 
Revolutions of the firſt Satellite ; and that the 
Compariſons be marked down, and the Re- 
ſults ſeverally flowing therefrom. 

That the Long itude be alſo deduced from 
the corefpobiiint Obſervations of Occulta- 
tions of fixt Stars and Planets ; if there be a- 
ny correſpondent Obfervations, either at the 
Royal Obſervatory at Greenwich, or among 
the Obſervations taken by Mr. Bradl:y at 
Portſmouth. 

That Mr. Hornby and Mr. Green do ex- 
tract the Obſervations of the firſt Satellite of 
Jupiter, and the Occultations of the fixt Stars 
and Planets, from the 15th of November 1763, 
to the 3d of March 1764, from the Obſerya- 
tion Book at Greenwich ; and certify that the 
Obſervations are faithfully copied; and that 
Mr. Harriſon's Son be preſent at the extract- 
ing the ſaid Obſervations, and fign the Cer- 
tificate, if he chuſes it. 

Reſolved, 

That the faid Obſervations be refer-ed to 
three Gentlemen of Skill, to make the Cale u- 
lations mentioned if the aforeſaid Reſoluti- 
ons; and that Mr. Harriſon he at Liberty to

were named, by ſome Members of the Board.

lations; and being called in, and ſeverally 
aſked if it would be agreeable to them to un- 
dertake the Trouble of making the ſaid Cal- 
culations ; they anſwered in the Affirmative, 
and then withdrew. 9A 

Mr. Shepherd, one of the Members of the 
Board, mentioned Mr. George Witche!l, as a 
proper Perſon to be added to the two Gen- 
tlemen above-named, and ſaid he would an- 
ſwer for his undertaking, it; and the Board 
approved of Mr. Mitchell. 

Reſolved, 

That Copics of Mr. Harriſon's Declaration 
of the Rate of the Going of his Time-keeper 
before he left Portſmerth; together with Copies 
of the Obſervations that have been tranſmit- 
ted to the Secretary of the Admiralty from 
Mr. Bradley, Mr. Maskelyne, and Mr.Green ; 
and alſo the Obſervations. collated with the 
Obſervation Book at Greenwich, be ſent to 
Captain Campbell; Doctor Bevis; and Mr. 
WWitchell ; reſpectively: after they ſhall have 
been examined and atteſted by Mr. Harriſon, 
or his Son; in order to their making the ſaid 
Calculations ; and that they be requeſted to 
return their Calculations by the laſt Day of 
O#ober, if it fuits with their Conveniency. 
Alter theſe Reſolutions of the Commiſſion- 
ers of Longitude, Mr. John Harriſon preſent- 
ed to them the following Memorial, dated

other Things, enacted 

© That after Experiments made of any 
* Propoſal, or Propoſals, for the Diſcovery

if it determines the ſame to one Half of 
that Diſtance; one Moiety, or half 
Part to be paid when the ſaid Commiſſio- 
ners, or the major Part of them, do agree 
that any fuch Method extends to the Secu- 
rity of Ships within Eighty geographical 
Miles of the Shores which are Places of 
the greateſt Danger, and the other Moiety 
or halt Part when a Ship, by the Appoint- 
ment of the ſaid Commiſſioners, or the 
Majority of them, ſhall thereby actually 
ſail over the Ocean, from Great Britain, to 
any ſuch Port in the Vt Indies, as thoſe 


Commiſſioners, or the major Part of them, 


ſhall chooſe or_ nominate for the Experi- 
ment, without loſeing their Longitude be- 
yond the Limits before-mentioned.” 


By the ſaid Act it is further enacted, *That 


as ſoon as ſuch Method for the Diſcovery 
of the ſaid Longitude ſhall have been tried 
and found practicable and uſeful at Sea, 
within any of the Degrees aforeſaid, that 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or the major Part 
of them, ſhall certify the ſame according-

And Whereas a method (invented by your 
Memoraliſt) for the Diſcovery of the Lor gi- 
tude hath been tried by Experiments made 
according to the Appointment of your Ho- 
nourable Board; by which Method à Ship 
hath ſailed over the Occan from Great - Britain 
to the Weſt-Indies, (according to the In- 
ſtructions of your Honourable Board of the

February, 1765. 


* Mr. Harriſon's Memorial, which was laid 
before the laſt Board, was again read; and 
the Commiſſioners preſent, having taken 
into Confideration the Difference of Longi- 

tude

tude between Portemouth in Creat-Britain, 
and Bridge-Town in his Majeſty's Hland of 
Barbadoes, reſulting from a Mean of corre- 
ſponding aftronomical Obſervations made at 
both Places, agreeable to the Reſolution of 
this Board of the 4th and gth of Augu/t 1763, 
and to the Inſtructions given in Conſequence 
thereof; and having compared the ſaid Dit- 
ference with the Difference of Longitude 
between the faid Places, given by Mr. John 
Harriſon's Time-keeper, they are unanimouſ- 
ly of Opinion, that the ſaid Time-keeper has 
kept its Time with ſufficient Exactneſs, and 
without loſeing its Longitude in theVoyage 
from Portſmouth to Barhadoes, beyond the 
neareſt Limit required by the Act of the 1 2th 
of Queen Anne ; but even conſiderably within 
the ſame; but, in regard the ſaid Mr. John 
Harriſon hath not yet made a Diſcovery of 
the Principles upon which his ſaid Time- 
keeper is conſtructed ; nor of the Method of 
carrying thoſe Principles into Execution, by 
Means whereoi other ſuch Time-keepers 
might be framed, of ſufficient Correctnefs to 
find the Longitude at Sea, within the Limits 
by the ſaid Act required, whereby the faid 
Invention wight be adjudged practicable and 
uſeful in Jerms of the ſaid Act, and agree- 
able to the true Intent and Meaning there- 
of; the Commiſſioners do not therefore 
think themſelves authoriſed to grant any Cer- 
tificate to the ſaid Mr. ohn Harriſon, until 
he ſhall have made a full and clear Diſcove- 
Ty of the ſaid Principles and Method, and 
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the ſame ſhall have been found practicable 
and uſeful to their Satisfaction. But they are 
notwithſtanding of Opinion, that Applica- 
tion ſhould be made to Parliament for Leave 
to pay the ſaid Mr. Fohn Harriſon, upon his 
producing his Time-keeper to certain Per- 
ſons to be named by this Board, and diſcover- 
ing to them the Principles and Manner of 
making the ſame, ſo much Money as will 
make up the Sums already advanced to him 
10, ooo l. excluſive of what he has received on 
Account of improving his ſaidTime-keeper ; 
and moreover to pay him the Remainder of 
the Reward of 20,000 l. on Proof being 
made to the Satisfaction of this Board, that 
his Method will be of common and general 
Utility in finding the Longitude at Sea, 
within the neareſt Limits required by the 
abovementioned Act of the 12th of Queen 
Anne.
